\ Dr. Garfield's Statement To 


Joint Wage Scale Conference 


Dr. Gar-field's statement to the joint conference of mines and op- 


eratois follows: 


"On the 24th instant, I announced that the public must not be 


asked to pay more than it is now paying for coal, unless it is necessary 
to do so in order to provide reasonable wages to the mine workers and 
a. reasonable profit to the operators. Careful investigation forces me 
11 the conclusion that, m accordance with this and other principles 
set forth on the 24th instant, the public ought not to be required to 
pay any increase in coal prices at this time. 


"The prices fixed by the government on coal were calculated to 


increase production for war purposes. Coal was basic and the Increase 
in production was imperative. The operators are now in receipt of 
margins which were necessary to effect that increase of production, 
but which are larger than are required under present conditions. It 
was estimated that the production needed for 1918 was 600.000,000 
tons. .The estimate for 1919 is 500.000.000 tons. 


"Applying the principles set lorth in Paragraph 2 of the statement 


of November 24. when the average increases in wages since 1913 for 
the various classes of mine workers are deducted from the increase in 
the cost of living since that time, we arrive at the amount of additional 
increase in wages justifiable at the present time. 


"I have taken the bureau of labor's statistics for both cost of liv- 


ing and for the average of wage Increases. According to these figures, 
the cost of living has risen 79.8 per cent, since 1917 and the amount 
necessary to bring the average wage of mine workers up to this point 
at the present time is 14 per cent. 


"Readjustments heretofore made since 1913 were such as to give 


certain, classes of mine workers an average increase in excess of the 
Increase in the cost of living. This form of adjustment was made in 
order to establish or preserve a certain relative basis in the mining 
Industry. I do not think this condition, however, ought to result In 
giving to mine workers as a whole, and in consequence imposing upon 
the public, a total average increase in excess of the total average in- 
crease in the cost of living, because if this course be adopted, the result 
would be that the total increased burden placed upon the mining In- 
dustry will be far In excess of the increase in the cost of living. If 
this principle were applied in industries generally, it is obvious that 
the resulting cost would be passed along to the general public and the 
Increased wages would increase in a rapid spiral, taking as a minimum ' 
the percentage of increase in the cost of living. In. the long run, this 
would add many new and serious burdens to the cost of living of the 
entire public and would fall more injuriously upon the working classes 
than upon any others.^ 


"It seems to me that the resonable way to deal -with this situa- 


tion is to give to the industry as a whole an average increase com- 
mensurate with the increase in the cost of living and then let that 
amount of increase be apportioned In accordance with the wage basis 
that is acceptable to the employers and the employes. 


"Control of prices by the government -will be maintained for the 


present. 


"The present negotiation stands by itself but it is far from dis- 


posing of the fundamental controversy between operators and mine 
workers. That controversy Is bound to be a continuing one as mat- 
ters now stand. It involves living conditions and conditions In the 
mints, as well as wages and profits, and the general relations between 
operators and mine workers. Therefore, "fo aid In applying the" prin- 
ciples which have governed us and which should govern us In reach- 
ing conclusions In -the future, it Is urged that a permanent and con- 
sultative body, with purely advisory powers, be set up consisting of 
the secretary of the interior as chairman and of an equal number of 
representatives of the operators and of the mine workers, chosen In 
sucha manner as they may each determine from time to time. In order 
that the data necessary for the consideration of this consultative body 
may at all times be available, it is urged that the congress make pro- 
visions for collecting definite and trustworthy information concerning 
the coal and coke industry and for the tabulation of the same In quar- 
terly reports showing: 


"First—Production, distribution, storage and stocks of coal and 


coke. 


"Second—The cost of production and distribution and of main- 


taining suitable stocks, and any other data concerning the industry 


, deemed necessary. 
( 
"Third—The cost of living in the several coal fields. 
"Fourth—The selling prices and profits obSHned''by the operators, 


middle men and retail dealers. 


"Fifth—Export erquirements and the conditions limiting them. 
"The settlement of the present controversy on the wage and price 


basis above indicated must be considered in the light of the proposals 
to set up this permanent, consultative body. While It will not have 
powers of decision, it will hardly seem possible to a reasonable man 
that in the light of "its conclusions demands for exorbitant profits or 
unreasonable wages can be successfully maintained, or that condi- 
tions unfavorable to the American standard of living will be toler- 
ated."

AS A TRAITOR 


Mexican Revolutionary Leader 
Executed By Order of Carranca

DIES WITHOUT FEAR 


Wat Known a* Military Genius 


Having Perfected Famous 


French 75 M M. Gun 


El Paso. Texas, Nov. 26.—General 


Felipo Angeles, Mexican revolutionary 
leader and enemy of the Carranza gov- 
ernment, declared a patriot by his 
followers and friends, was executed as 
a traitor to the Mexican government 
by a firing squad at Chihuahua City, 
Mexico, at «:35 a. m. today. He had 
never recognized the present govern- 
n.cnt as rightfully representing Mex- 
ico. 


The specific charge against Angeles 


was rebellion. 
He was found guilty 


by the Carranza generals sitting as a 
court martial at Chihuahua City at 
H':45 o'clock last night, after a ses- 
sion that had lasted almost continu- 
ally for nppioximately 39 hours. 


Known as Military Genius. 


Angeles throughout the world was 


known hs a military genius. He was 
the reputed friend of Americans and 
during his trial lauded this country 
and its citizens. He was the man who 
brought the French 
75 millimeter 


gun to the perfection 
that gave kit 


fame as the world's 
most 
efficient 


piece of artillery. For his work for 
France, he was made a chevalier of 
the French Legion of Honor. 


Angeles came out 
of 
Mexico in 


1916 and bought a dairy farm near 
El Paso. Later, he went to work for 
the French 
government inspecting 


munitions. 


Five days after the armistice was 


signed, Angeles returned to Mexico as 
the intellectual leader of the Villa 
movement. It was said Villa prom- 
ised outrages against foreigners a.n( 
natives would be stopped if Angeles 
joined him. Villa proclaimed Angele 
provisional president of Mexico. 


Angeles had been quoted as saying 


he believed a day ot accounting be- 
tween the United States and Mexico 
had been postponed by the great war 
and that he wished to save hi* people 
from thia by "calling the people Jto 
repentance," and welding into * stogie 


for the uplift of all. When he 


went acron the line to join Villa, he 
mid: 


"I am going back to lift my country 


out of the depths of lawlessness to 
which she has fallen or else die for 
her." 


Accepts Sentence Unmoved. 


General Angeles was entirely un- 


moved apparently as sentence was 
passed. Throughout the trial the mil- 
itary leader, famous among military 
men of the world, as the man who 
brought the French 75 millimeter gun 
to perfection and made It admittedly 
the best piece of artillery ordnance in 
the world, had presented a smiling 
countenance to his accusers. 


The trial was the most sensational 


ever held In Chihuahua City, where 
Angeles and two companions were 
brought after their capture near Par- 
ral by state volunteer troops Novem- 
ber 19. 


Four companions were captured 


with Angeles after their discovery in a 
cave In a hill that faces San Tome, 
Mexico. 
Two of these already had 


been executed by Carranza troops. Of 
others in the small party with General 
Angeles five were killed trying to 
escape th» state troops. 


The two remaining companions. Ma- 


jor Nostor Encise de Arc and the sol- 
dier Antonio Trillo, were joint de- 
fendants with their chief before the 
court martial. Major de Arc also was 
sentenced to death, hut his sentence 
was commuted to twenty years im- 
prisonment.
